IRONSTONE FROM TANGIER, MOROCCO. 


In the Supplement to this week’s Journal we give an observer's 
remarks on the Geology of Tangier. The following is the analysis 
of pieces sent home, but which were all lifted off the surface, having 
been exposed to the action of the atmosphere :— 

‘The box contained samples of various qualities, only one of which has been 
tested. Same of the largest pieces are composed of crystalline carbonate of iron in 
the centre, and on the outside of hydrated sesquioxide of iron, most likely by ex- 
posure to the atmosphere. A sample of the crystalline carbonate from the centre 
of one of the pieces yielded carbonate of iron 50°75 per cent., equal to 24% per cent. 
of metallic iron, and also 11°52 per cent. of sand. This is inferior to some of our 
raw claybands. The oxidised, or outside, portion of the sample will, no doubt, be 
richer, in the same way that calcined ironstone is richer than raw, but if the sam- 
ples were obtained at the outcrop of a seam or deposit it is very probable that the 
ironstone will be found in the state of carbonate, if taken from a depth sufficient 
to be out of the reach of the oxydising influence of the air. Some of the sainples 
contain no carbonate of iron, and may be supposed to be completely converted into 
the sesquioxide of iron by exposure. 

“If the samples sent are all from one deposit, or seam, and represent nearly what 
the bulk would be, then an average of the whole could be tested satisfactorily, but 
if the ironstone turns entirely into the carbonate, where it has not been ex posed to 
oxidation, then the sample tested shows it to be poorer in ironthan some of our 
claybands, and, like them, would require to be calcined before use.” 

As before explained, all the specimens were taken from the ex- 
posed surface. Some were pieces loose in the bed of the gully, and 
others were taken from the position in strata. So while iron is all 
pervading throughout the district, it needs still to be found out 
where it exists sufficiently good to induce its being worked. 

But other minerals abound in Morocco. Gold, antimonial silver 
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ore, antimony, and manganese exist within 20 miles of Tangier. 
| Specimens have been brought home, and are now being analysed.

THE SCOTCH MINERS, AND THE TIMBERING OF THE __ | ing statement:— 


WORKING PLACES. 

We are glad to hear, from the most reliable source, that there is 
every appearance of the dispute between the Scotch mineowners 
and their workmen, which at one time threatened to be attended 
withferious consequences, being likely to be amicably arranged. The 
difference arose entirely from the objections taken by the men to | 
the “Special Rules” sanctioned by the Home Secretary, especially 
those relating to the propping of the working places. For the pur- 
pose of arranging the diiticulty, two conferences have been held in | 
the Relegious Institution Rooms, Glasgow, presided over by Sheriff 
GALBRAITH, both mastersand men being represented, Mr.JMcDoNnacp | 
as usual acting for the latter. Itappearsthat up to 1855 there were | 
no “Special Rules” whatever foreither England or Scotland; butin that | 
year the Act of Parliament gave mineowners power to frame such 
Yules. In 1860 the Act then passed made it imperative that the 
“Special Rules” should be hung up outside the pit for 14 days be- 
fore being sent to the Home Secretary, so as to allow the men to ob- 
ject toany of them. The Act of last year made some of the general | 
rules far more stringent then they were before. This was particu- | 
larly the case with regard to the timbering of the working places; 
but the general rule relating to it is far from satisfactory, being 
most ambiguous, anit hence the many disputes that have already 
taken place with regard to it. On the part of the men it was con- | 
tended that the system which pre in the North of England, 
where a body of men are specially kept for propping the roof of the 
working places, and the owners or managers held responsible for 
the work, was what the Legislature intended by the 16th General 
Rule.

The Scotch coalowners in the rules proposed that the roadsmen | 
should see that there was an adequate supply of timber always | 
ready at the places where the miners delivered their “‘hutches,” but | 
it was for the miners to set it up in supporting the sides and roofs 
of the working places. On the part of the men it was asked that 
the timber should be put at the places where the men were actually 
at work. On the part of the masters it was provided that the fire- 
men should visit the working places at least three times a day to | 
see that the timber was properly fixed, and the placeskeptsafe. In} 
lieu of this proposition it was asked by the men that the clause | 
should be so altered as to read thus:— 

“It shall be the duty of the fireman to set the timber for to secure the safety of 
the miner while at work, and to make the roof and side of all working places safe.” 
This was, of course, obtaining rather more, to our thinking, than the 
Act of last year gave, and at once raised the wholequestion. It was | 
shown that the men were asking more than was required by the | 
miners of Yorkshire, Derbyshire, South Wales, and, in fact, all other 
districts, with the exception of the Northof England.

THE NOVA SCOTIA GOLD REGION. 

The value of scientific evidence depends quite as much upon the 
freedom from bias with which it is given as upon the experience of 
its author. Many clever reports on the Gold Fields of Nova Scotia 
have been published from time to time by local experts, but as most 
of them were avowedly written with the object of attracting foreign 
capital to the country, and by persons who were either subsidised 
by the Provincial Government or pecuniarily interested as vendors, 
those reports have failed to accomplish the wished-for result. 

In the “ Notes” of Mr. SELwyn,* which we have been called upon 
by our Nova Scotia Corresn ident to review, and to which we are 
indebted to his private « rise for a reprint, we have the disin- 
terested testimony of a scientific observer whose high reputation

Mr. SELWyN’s qualifications to pronounce an opinion on the Nova 
Scotia gold region consist in an intimate knowledge, acquired as a 
Member cf the British Geological Survey, of the gold-bearing Silu- 


rian and Cambrian rocks of North Wales, improved by 16 years sub- | 


sequent investigations as Director of the Geological Survey of the 


| province of Victoria, Australia, the richest gold-producing country 


in the world. It may also be remarked that the general working 


of quartz veins in Australia is almost solely due to Mr. SELWYN, | 
who first directed the miner’sattention to the fact that the precious | 


metal might be successfully sought for in the matrix, and when 
other eminent geologists 
MURCHISON —endeavoured to prove theoretically that metalliferous 
quartz veins must become impoverished in depth, and could never 
be madea profitable or permanent source of gold, it was Mr. SELWYN 
who practically refuted their arguments, and thus helped to establish 
an industry which gives daily employment in Victoria to 50,000 
miners, and contributes, from that colony alone, over 3,000,000, 
annually to the world’s bullion. 

Mr. SELWYN was nominated Director of the Geological Survey of 
Canada, vice Sir WILLIAM E. LOGAN, who had resigned, in 1869, 
and in that year made two lengthened visits to Nova Scotia in his 


| official capacity, in order to obtain a general knowledge of the 


leading features of its geology, and of those affecting the economics 
of ita gold flelds, so as to enable him to compare them with the 
gold fields of other countries. 

The results of those visits are embodied in the report before us, 
which was submitted to the Dominion Parliament early in 1870, 
end with appreciative official zeal published and pigeon-holed out 
of sight in 1872,

The case for 50,000/. of damages raised by the Glasgow Oil Com- 
pany against Robert Bell, shale master, Broxburn, was compromised in the Court 
of Session, on Monday, without a verdict, each party paying their own expenses. 
The substance of the agreement is that Mr. Bell, the defender, purchases the pur- 
suers’ works at 11,000/., payable in five years. 

An improvement has recently been patented in the distillation of 
mineral oil from shale, by which the retorts are rendered self-heat- 
ing without the aid of coal. This is effected by the utilisation of 
the whole hydro-carbonaceous matter remaining in the coked shale 
at the termination of the coking process, together with the incon- 
densable or permanent gas. By this process, instead of using 4 or 5 cwts. of coal 
with each charge, the coked shale in the lower half of the retort is allowed every 
six hours to drop into the combustion chamber, where any volatile matters that it 
may still contain, and the fixed carbon, become the fuel that keeps up a constant 
distillatory action in the interior of the retorts. The stream of incondensable gas 
which passes downwards into the combustion chamber also serves as fuel. Now, 
herein lies the great beauty of this new method of distilling shale, for when the 
process is once under way, and the retorts properly heated, the operations may go 
on from year s end to year’s end without intermission, and without a single pound 
weight of raw coal being used as iuel. Three oil companies have already proved 
the economy of this process of oil distillation, which has been invented by Mr. 
William Young, engineer and manager to Messrs. William Taylor and Co., the 
well-known Leith firm, who have long been prominently identified with the mineral 
oil industry at Loanhead and at Magdalen Bridge, Musselburgh. The following 
is the result of experiments obtained from the crude oil operated upon :—

It is also stated that there is an increased quantity of ammonia vielded by 
shale distilled in the self-heating retort as compared with the results obtained in 
the ordinary method, and the finished burning oil is much finer in quality than 
the average of even good specimens of that con.modity. 

Mineral shares have been in request, especially Shotts, Merry and 
Cuninghames, and Tharsus, in this market at good prices, but the best has not 
heen maintained, The Benhar Coal Company (Limited) have declared an interim 
dividend for the current year from Jan. l at the rate of 30 per eent, per annum, 
which should aid the price of that stock. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


July 31,—There is little to add to our report of last week as to the 
[ron Trade of South Staffordshire, the usual meetings of the iron- 
masters yesterday in Wolverhampton, and to-day in Birmingham, 
having been characterised by extreme flatness. Pigs are still quoted 
7/. to 7. 10s, for all mine hot-blast, and the usual proportion for part 
mine, cinder, and other qualities. Finished iron remains on the basis 
of 14/. for marked bars. In the comparative absence of business, 
however, these quotations must be regarded as little more than no- 
minal, The iron trade is,as we have intimated in previous reports, 
maintained in its present anomalous and unsatisfactory condition 
by the concerted action of the coalmasters in the maintenance of the 
high-price standard which has now so long prevailed. How much 
lonzer this will continue remains to be seen, but there is certainly 
no immediate prospect of any change taking place, and meanwhile 
buyers are holding back as far as possible, and only committing them- 
selves to orders which will satisfy the most urgent requirements of 
their customers. The mills and forges of the district are, as a rule, 
running little more than half time. 

Coal remains firm in price at the pits of the coalmasters belonging 
to the Trade Association, but here and there individual coalmasters 
ire underselling them to the extent of 3s, to 4s. per ton. Common 
coal is quoted 18s. 6d., lumps 17s. 6d., and slack 10s, perton. White 
ironstone is realising 25s., and gubbin 26s. per ton. A good deal of 
hematite, dydrate,and Northamptonshire ore is finding its way into 
this district, but 1t does not affect either the demand or the price of 
native produce. The boring for coal on the estate of the Cannock 
and Huntington Colliery Company (Limited) continues to make sa- 
tisfactory progress, and so far the indications presented are very fa- 
vourable. The apprehended difficulty with the men on the subject 
of the “special rules” has been averted by a concession on the part 
of the masters of the objectionable clauses of which the colliers had 
complained. 

The Granville Colliery Company, established last year, has just 
declared a dividend and bonusfor the six months of 5/. per share (25/. paid-up) or 
at the rate of 40 per cent. per anmuin. 

The first general meeting of the Pelsall Coal and Iron Company 
(Limited) was held in Birmingham, on Monday, Mr. Boaz Bloomer, jun., pre- 
siding. The meeting was simply pro forma. The Chairman stated, for the infor- 
mation of the shareholders, that the number of shares allotted was 10,157, the re- 
maining number to make the 12,000 shares forming the capital having been taken 
by the vendors. A coal cutting machine had been purchased, and other steps 
taken to facilitate the development of the estate, which he believed would afford an 
adequate return upon the invesed capital. 

The Iron Trade of North Staffordshire is in a less satisfactory state 
than described a fortnight ago, and prices, although still quoted on the nominal 
basis of 13/. for Crown bars, are somewhat easier. The mills and forges throughout 
the district are not, asa rule, running more than three to four days per week. The 
markets for pig-iron and ironstone are without special feature since our last report. 
Coal is in more plentiful supply, but prices remain firm. 











REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


July 31.—In accordance with a resolution passed at the last meet- 
ing of the Lancashire and Cheshire Coal Association, the introduc- 
tion of the system of payment by weight, which under the new Act 
becomes compulsory to-morrow, was the subject of a friendly con- 
ference between the weighing committee of the Association and a 
deputation from the Miners’ Association. The meeting was held at 
Mr. Campbell's office, the Arcade, Wigan, on Tuesday, and there 
were present—on behalf of the masters, Mr. A. Hewlett (managing 
director of the Wigan Coal and Iron Company), inthechair; Messrs. 
Chadwick (Messrs. Evans and Co.), Bryham (Rose Bridge), Watkin 
(Messrs. Blundell’scollieries), Knowles( Messrs. Pearson and Knowles), 
Whaley (Morley Coal Company), and the secretary of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. Maskell Wm. Peace. The miners were represented by 
Messrs. Pickard and Lewis (miners’ agents), Ryley, Wogan, Brad- 
bury, Marsh, and Richardson. The discussion lasted several hours, 
and eventually the following points were agreed upon :— 

“1. That the tubs be weighed to 14 lbs.—2. That a certain number of the tubs 
be tared once a month, so as to arrive at a fair average.—3. That a deputation be 
appointed for each seam, of not more than three persons on behalf of the masters 
on the one hand, and of not more than three from the men on the other hand. 
That the deputation go to each seam, taking an average distance from the shaft, 
and see how the tubs are filled now, and then that a certain number of tubs so 
filled be taken to the pit top, and be their weighed, and that the computation of 
wages from measure to weight be fixed on that basis for each seam at each col- 
liery.—4. That proper allowances for dirt shall be made and settled at each pit by 
the check weighmen, and in the manner pointed out by the Act.—5. Each tub to 
be weighed.—6, That weighing be commenced where the machines are ready, and 
gone on with as fast as they can be obtained ; and that in the meantime the wages 
be paid as heretofore by measure.” ; sl 

The most important point is the last, which meets the difficulty 
that at one time threatened a serious complication, and gives to the 
colliery proprietors time to obtain machines. 

The conference is likely to lead to another important result. The 
miners, through Mr. Pickard, brought forward a proposal for the 
formation of a Board of Arbitration for the district ; the proposal 
was exceedingly well received, and the employers, several of whom 
expressed themselves in favour of such a board, undertook that the 
matter should be brought before the next meeting of the Masters 
Association.—{To-night, at a delegate meeting of the miners, the ar- 
rangement come to at the meeting on Tuesday was set aside, and it 
was resolved that at the pits where machines have not been provided 
14 days’ notice be given to the effect that if the necessary arrange- 
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ments for weighing are not made in that time the men will cease 
| work. Asa matter of fact, this means that, unless the men can be 


| brought to reason and to comply with the sensible arrangement | 


| come to by their representatives, we shall have a strike at nearly 
every colliery in the district. | 
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The Morley Colliery, sealed last December in consequence of fire, 
has against been opened and is now being explored. 

Mr. Peter Higson, Her Majesty’s Inspector of Mines for the dis- 
trict of West Lancashire and North Wales, died at his residence at 
Swinton, Manchester, on Tuesday, at the age-of 62 years. The de- 
ceased gentleman had held the post of Inspector for 17 6f 18 years, and during that 
time he had, by his courtesy and geniality, and, above all, by his earnest discharge 
of his arduous duties, gained the esteem of both employer and employed to a 
degree which can scarcely be appreciated by strangers to the district. “He was 
always ready to listen to a complaint from the humblest miner, and yet the masters 
had absolute confidence that he would act upon none dictated by mere prejudice 
or ignorance. A few years back he was presented with a handsome testimonial by 
the coalowners of the district ; he took a very active part in preparing clauses for 
the new Mines Act, and ill-health alone prevented his acting as one of the adju- 
dicators on the Hermon Prize Essays. Unquestionably the series of terrible dis- 
asters which of late years visited the Wigan portion of his district had a very 
serious effect upon him, and the narrow escape he had at the second Moss Pits ex- 
plosion, seemed to completely break him down. A few months back Mr. Higson 
was compelled to retire from active work, and his sub-inspector, Mr. Bell, has since 
discharged the duties of the office. Had the assistance not been so tardy in its 
arrival a useful and valuable life might have been lengthened. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


July 31,—In all parts of the kingdom it appears that annual de- 
monstrations of the miners have become an established rule, and al- 
though we do not see any great advantage to be gained in the assem- 
bling of some 30,000 or 40,000 persons, or the yearly closing of nearly 
all our collieries for a day or two at a stated period, yet at most of 
those gatherings something oozes out worthy of the consideration 
not only of those interested in mines but of the publicas well. On 
Monday there was a vast assemblage of colliers in Barnsley, with 
representative men from several other mining districts, and some 
of the speeches made were in the highest degree significant, both in 
their social and political aspect. Before, however, touching upon those points, we 
must say that no person who was present at thegreat meeting at Barnsley but must 
have been struck with the changed appearance of the miners and their families, 
All were well dressed, and had a really well-to-do appearance, showing that the 
very high wages had been taken advantage of by the workmen to improve the po- 
sition of themselves and those connected withthem. It was also stated by one of 
the speakers that during the last six or nine months there had been less plaints en- 
tered inthe district County Court than since that mode of recovering debts had 
n established. 

But not the least important announcement made was that of the leaders of the 
South Yorkshire miners, who stated that the association having a considerable ca- 
pital in hand was about to open out a large colliery to be worked on true commer- 
cial principles. Such a step, however gratifying to the men, must be equally so 
to the colliery owners, who have long complained of the extraordinary views the 
miners entertain with regard to the protits of their employers. The miners, in 
fact, have no idea of the vast outlay there is for iron, wood, oil, and a hundred 
other articles required in keeping a colliery efficiently equipped. This they will, 
as proprietors, be made fully acquainted with, and they will then see that profits 
are not such as they have hitherto believed them to be. We may then expect to 
tind the men less exacting than they have been, in consequence of having a tho- 
rough knowledge of the cost of working « colliery, and the actual price of coal in 
the various markets. The present owners of mines cannot, therefore, be otherwise 
than pleased at the prospects before them, when their actual position will be more 
fully known by their employersthan it was ever before. Wagesalso, it may be said, 
will tosome extent be regulated by what the new colliery association will be able 
or willing to pay. The present price of coal it is admitted cannot be long main- 
tained in the face of the large number of new collieries being opened out in all 
parts of the kingdom, and there must be a consequent reduction of wages as well 
as prices. Now, itis wellknown that any proposal to lower wages, even should the 
price of coal fall 63. or 8s. per ton, would be very strongly resisted. The existing 
owners of mines, who have long had such a difficulty in view, will be greatly bene- 
fitted by the association becoming a proprietary company. We, therefore, look 
forward to the working miners becoming colliery owners as a positive advantage 
to the present proprietors of coal mines. 

The power of numbers is great, and if properly applied and utilised can be made 
a source of unleavened good to the whole community. But, on the other hand, 
it can, when guided by selfish and unprincipled men, become a positive curse to 
all classes. This political and trades leaders know well; still we were, we may say, 
not a little surprised at the startling proposal made by one of the speakers at the 
Barnsley gathering. It was to the effect that there should be a combination of all 
the Trades Unions in the kingdom for the purpose of demanding certain political 
objects. The trades associations are undoubtedly now very powerful for good or 
evil, and whut may be termed the extreme radical section of the leaders are the 
most restless and active. But we fully believe that once the Trades Unions combine 
for political purposes from that time may be dated their downfall, they would fall 
like a house of sand or melt like rotten ice beforethe power of thesun. At the pre- 
sent time all the working men are not politicians, and many that we know, skilled 
artizans as well as miners, whé have something at stake effected from their savings 
are far more Conservative than Radical or Republican. Leaders like Normansell 
and Casey are also opposed to the views of those who look forward to politics as a 
means to power morethananything else. It is the existing Unions, then, that have 
most to bear from such men, for to carry out their views is to lead to dismem- 
berment and disorganisation. This many of the leaders well know, and so dis- 
countenance the opinion of some speakers as far as they can, but it is well for the 
former to be constantly on their guard against the insidious and persistent efforte 
made to transform trade assoviations into one great political machine for the bene- 
fit of afew ambitious and unscrupulous men, 
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Lead mining in Derbyshire appears to have undergone no change 
of late, although it is doubtless capable of very considerable improve- 
ment. There appears to be little or no inducements held out, as in 
other districts, to allure capitalists to embark in lead mines, although 
there have never been such failures or lossesas North Wales has been 
credited with for many years past. There are, however, several 
mines where capital has been called into requisition that are doing 
very well, andthere is plenty of ground yet unbroken that will well 
repay those who open it out. Large profits have been and are being 
made at Eyam, near to Wirksworth, Hucklow, Hassop, and other 
places, and with a line of railway going through the leading mineral 
districts, lead mining in Derbyshire may yet take a much higher 
position than it has enjoyed for many years past. The collieries in all parts of the 
same county are vow doing well, notwithstanding the  : warm weather which 
has prevailed of late. House as well as other qualities of coal is in very good re- 
quest, and there has been no falling off in the tonnage going to the metropolis. 
At a few of the collieries there has been some slight dispute as to contract rules, and 
at Clay Cross the men have been asked to draw them up themselves, and submit 
them to their employers for approval. A new pit has been commenced at Dronfield 
to be sunk to the Silkstone or black shale coal, which in that localit; is at no great 
distance from the surface. The ironworks are doing a very good business, there 
being plenty of orders in hand for mill material, as well as for almost every de- 
scription of casting. Bessemer rails are also in good request, and the works of 
Messrs. Wil’on and Cammel, of Dronfield, continue very busy. 

The Sheffield trades, more particularly the hight branches, are far 
from being anything like so busy as they were a few months ago, 
and in not a few instances the short-time system has been resorted 
to. The plate-mills have been working very steady, whilst the 
forges are doing very well. The Bessemer works are as active as 
ever, not only in rails, but in springs, tyres, axles, connecting-rods, and billets. 
The malleable establishments have also been in a rather exceptional state as com- 
pared with others, having as much as they can do in producing small castings for 
sewing and other light machines. Table end spring knife cutlery is more than 
usually dull, and in many instances the men are only partly employed, there being 
very little doing in spring-knives of inferior quality. The demand on American 
account is very quiet, whilst a fair business in edge-tools and some other qua- 
lities of goods is being done with che colonies. he strike of the engineers 
still continues, and there are no indications of either side giving way, soit may be 
presumed that the engineworks are rot supplied with an abundance of orders, and 
that the men have chosen the wrong time for making the demands they have 
done. There is, indeed, every appearance that the exceptional state of things 
brought about by the great demand there was during the latter part of last year 
and the first month or two of the present one, for iron has given way, and that we 
are falling back to something like our normal state. The price of coal, however, 
has not given way, and there is still every appearance that consumers are laying 
in stocks for the winter, for household qualities are in even more active request 
than other sorts. There has not, however, been so much doing at the collieries in 
South Yorkshire during the week, owing to the demonstration at Barnsley on 
Monday, which was an unde ubted success. — . 

Coal-cutting machinery is now being more enquired after than 
has ever been the case before, and there are now a good many orders 
for them in hand. Messrs. Gillott and Copley, of Barnsley, the pa- 
tentees of a circular cutter, have just delivered one to the Messrs. 
Briggs, of Normanton, which it is expected will be to workin afew 
days. The same firm has also received orders for a machine for a 
new colliery being opened out in Russia, where it will have to cut.

Messrs. Hutchinson Brothers are also busily engaged in putting 
down apparatus for lighting the bottom of collieries with gas by means of steam 
jets, on Huntress and Swinbourne’s patent. It has been adopted at several col- 
lieries in the North of England, as well as in Yorkshire, Staffordshre, &e. ‘- 

A great many new collieries are now being sunk in South York- 
shire, and others are about to be commenced, some of the engine works being en- 
gaged in making the necessary machinery. In the course of two or three years the 
productive power of the district will be increased at least 20 per cent. I must not 
omit to mention that the South Yorkshire Miners’ Association is about to sink a
